THE EVANGELICAL CHURCH CATHO- 
LIC : (The Thirteenth Series of Chalmers’ 
Lectures).. By P. CARNEGIE SIMPSON, 
D.D., Professor of Church History in 
West minster College, Cambridge. (Hod- 
der & Stoughton. 6s.) 


In these lectures, whose publication is 
timely, Dr. Carnegie Simpson with pene- 
tration and skill has laid emphasis on the 
essential nature and purpose of the Church 
of Christ. He has wisely remembered how 
far principles excel the customs, opinions 
and ruies of tradition. Church principles 
originate in the truth which God has revealed 
in His Son, and, for this reason, possess 
value. Many will welcome Dr, 
Simpson's emphasis ; and their loyalty to 
the paramount importance ef the Church 
as the custodian of the Gospel message and 
the witness to its power will be reinforced 
by the clarity, strength and warmth of 
Dr. Simpson's exposition and interpretation 
of the relevant facts. 

I venture to think also that differences in 
opinion on points comparatively unimpor- 
tant will not hinder others from agreement 
with what is here stated to be fundamental. 


Ihe careless and mistaken use of the 
words “catholic and “ evangelical has 
debased their coinage. Dr. Simpson at- 
tempts with some success to restore their 
legitimate currency. 


We have here, I think, a true perception 
of the origin of the Church and a reverent 
sense of its importance. The Church began 
with the impression which Jesus made 
upon those who knew him at the beginning 
and this important element in the creation 
of the Church has been also the secret of its 
continuity—"* The Jesus of history has been 
the Jesus of the experience of the Church.’ 


Again, “ The Church was called on to 
die for Christ before it was called to define 
Him.’ The idea of the glory of the Church 
as the “City of God” came from Christ 
living in the faith and devotion of those who 
loved Him in sincerity. 

From this it follows that the essential 
thing: in the being of the Church is its 
z,0spel—ats faith in what God really is, as 
a Father, in His purpose towards men and 
in how God's intention to cure the evil of 
the world can be achieved. 


This, in Dr. Simpson’s argument, leads 
to the right stress being laid upon the Bible 
and the nature and virtue of the Sacraments-

The Bible is “ a real meeting-place between 
the soul and its God and its Saviour.” | 

The Sacraments “ are Sacraments of the 
Gospel. It is this that makes them sacra- 
mental The essential thing in the 
Sacraments is not what we say and do in 
them, but what God in Christ says and does 
in them.” 

In the Eucharist—"‘ Christ presides at 
His own Table-—Hospes Epulum. It 
is this —something which He does—that is 
the Sacrament. Than this there is nothing 
holier or higher. There is and there can be 
no hoher or higher doctnne of the Sacra- 
ment than this evangelical view of it, which 
is more than a symbolism in which we 
‘show forth the Lord's death’ and more 
than a memorial which we make ‘in 
remembrance of Him.’ It is both of these . 
but, primarily and essentially, the Sacrament 
is Christ Himself thus giving Himself to be 
the life of His believing people. And than 
this, f say again, nothing is or can be holier 
or higher. Further, here lies the true mean- 
ing of what is called the ‘Real Presence.’— 
The Sacrament is more than the elements, It 
is the entire ordinance observed as Christ 
instituted it. In that He is most ‘ really ' 
present—as really as the Bread and Wine 
are. This is true and evangelical sacra- 
mentalism. But to locate His presence in 
and attach it to the Bread and Wine is not 
sacramentalism at all and should not be 
called by that name.’ 

The Lectures also deal with the dev elop- 
ment of doctrine, elements of order and unity 
and the message of the Gospel for the civi- 
lisation of our time. 

The book is the utterance of conviction, 
unhesitatingly affirmed, and always with 
candour and fairness.
